Washington, July 22.—The new 


American note to Germany is on its 
way to 
Berlin. It 
cleared 
from 


Washington over the telegraph wires 
during the night and today was being 
flashed over the cables to London 
and thence to Copenhagen, where it 
goes over land wires again to the 
German foreign office. 
It 
should 


reach its 
destination 
tonight 
or 


early tomorrow. 


Secretary Lansing announced that 


the text of the note would be given 
out here Friday afternoon for publi- 
cation in morning papers of Satur- 
day. 


Concerning future conduct of iGer- 


man submarines, the note does not 
necessarily call for an answer as it 
announces the intention of the Unit- 
ed States to regard further violation 
of international law resulting in the 
loss of American lives as unfriendly. 


On the other hand, the American 


demands for disavowal of any inten- 
tion to sink the Lusitania and the 
request for reparation were renewed 
in the new note and 
very 
likely 


those, with other points, such as the 
willingness of the United States to 
act as an intermediary between the 
belligerents to adjust rules of mari- 
time warfare probably would be the 
basis for future discussion by Ger- 
many. 


An answer is not expected for at 


least two or three weeks on 
those 


phases. 
It 
is 
generally 
agreed 


among officials here, however, that 
any loss of American lives in the 
meantime would in itself raise the 
question of action 
irrespective 
of 


any formal reply from Germany. 


The American note is in the nature 


of a final statement on the principles 
involved, in which the United States 
takes the unalterable position that 
the accepted rules of international 
law must govern the rights of neu- 
trals, 
irrespective 
of 
retaliatory 


measures of the belligerents against 
one another. What action would be 
taken by the United States in the 
event of further violation of Ameri- 
can rights is not disclosed in the 
new note nor was it officially com- 
mented on otherwise here today, but 
a 
general 
understanding 
prevails 


that another disaster, such as befell 
the Lusitania, would mean the im- 
mediate assembling of congress. 


President Wilson has given careful 


consideration 
to 
eventualities to 


which the new American note may 
commit the United States and he be- 
lieves it places squarely on Germany 
responsibility for any act that may 
cause rupture. 
There is now no indication that 


the Lusitania case itself will cause 
a rupture but the president has de- 
termined to keep that subject in the 
forefront as a diplomatic issue of 
first importance between 
the 
two 


countries. 
Pressure for 
settlement 


will be renewed from time to time 
and if not adjusted by the end of 
the European war, will continue to 
impend in the relations between the 
United States and 
Germany very 


much, as it did the Alabama case in 
the relations between Great Britain 
and the United States after the Civil 
War. 
The new note warning Germany 


that any repitition of a 
disaster 


similar to that of the Lusitania or 
any violation of American rights on 
the high seas resulting in the loss of

Wilson and Secretary Lansing at the 
White House last night.

tack, the aircraft would 
drop its 


deadly passenger into the water just 
as it would have been launched from 


a destroyer. The impact sets

torpedo's machinery in motion and it 
is off at a speed of more than forty 
knots an hour toward

Admiral Fiske believes that the 


flying torpedo boat would make it 
possible to attack a fleet even with- 
in a land-locked harbor 
The range 


ot the newest navy torpedoes is ten 
thousand yards and even the older 
types will be effective at seven thou- 
sand yards. 
Carried on a huge aeroplane, the 


2,000 pound weapon would be taken 
over harbor defenses to an altitude 
safe from gun fire. Once over the 
bay, the machine would glide down 
to within ten or twentj feet of the

Two Strikers Killed by Guards In a Battle 
At Bayonne, N. L; Sheriff Has Requested 


Troops to Aid In Coping With Situation

Stanley Murefko, 29 years old, and 


Trenton, Jf. J., July 22.—Sheriff {Nicolay Iwaskau, 19, both of whom 


were shot through the heart by Win- 
Kinkead, of Hudson county, has re- 
quested Governor Fielder to call out 
troops to cope with the strike situ- 
ation at Bayonne. 


The request for troops was made 


to the governor at his law office in 
Jersey City. The governor at once 
communicated by telephone with Ad- 
jutant General Wilbur F. Sadler, in 
Trenton, and General Sadler, at the 
governor's request, left at once for 
Jersey City to consult with the gov- 
ernor. 


It is understood that Sheriff Kin- 


kead lias expressed the fear that the 
swearing in of deputies would aggra- 
vate the situation in Bayonne and for 
that reason made tiie request for 
troops.

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New York, July 
22.—Two dead 


and six seriously injured, one proba- 
bly mortally, was the harvest reap- 
ed by rioters at the Standard Oil 
and Tidewater plants in Bayonne 
today as the result of two attacks 
on the inside deputies guarding the 
property. 
Two fires also occurred, 


one in the Standard Oil plant, where 
a watchman's house was virtually de- 
stroyed; the other in the yard of the 
Tidewater Oil company, where staves 
and lumber were stored. 
This last 


fire was started by means of burning 
oily waste thrown over the walls by 
rioters. It was speedily checked with 
trifling loan. 


Those killed In the fighting were 


chester rifle bullets apparently fired 
by the guards. 
The men were killed 


during an attack on the barrel works 
of the Tidewater plant which began 
at 11:40 a. m. and lasted for half an 
hour. A sudden heavy downpour of 
rain had much to do with stopping 
this fight. 


A feature of this attack was the 


defiance by the strikers of Sheriff 
Eugene Kinkead, who has 
labored 


patiently with the men to keep or- 
der and to bring an end to the strike. 
He rushed up to the rioters when, the 
melee was at its height and com- 
manded the men to desist. 
He was 


greeted with jeers and left the scene. 


Later it was announced that he 


had asked for troops and companies 
from Newark and Red Bank were ex- 
pected soon to be on the scene, as 
all preparations had been made for 
such a call. 
Sheriff Kinkead's call 


was made direct to the governor by 
telephone and later he dispatched a 
written order. 
In a statement re- 


garding his call for troops, Sheriff 
Kinkead said: 


"I telephoned to the governor that 


it was necessary to call out the mili- 
tia. 
The men are not amenable to 


reason. They don't seem able to dis- 
tinguish between my men and 
the 


men paid as guards. The situation is 
beyond my control, and I have asked 
the governor to send men at once." 


Of the wounded in today's fighting, 


John Surgen, said to be a former 
Austrian soldier, who led the fight- 
ing In the first attack, which was

resumed and the sheriff defied. 


It was reported early that three 


men were shot in the street

which developed early today, near 
the works of the Standard Oil com- 
pany at Bayonne, N. J., where sever- 
al thousand workers have been on 
strike for higher wages for several 
days. 
The three wounded men are 


John Surgen, Steve Pvohla and Tony 
Bednank. 
After several shots had been fired 


by the strikers and guards, the crowd 
withdrew.

Then the crowd fell back and with- 
drew from the neighborhood. 


Sheriff Kinkead said that should it 


be necessary to call out the troops, 
they would be in readiness to move 
immediately. 


Shortly before noon after several 


hours of comparative peace a crowd 
of 500 assembled 
near 
the 
barrel 


works of the Tidewater Oil company 
and began an attack on the guards 
there. 
Sticks, stones and revolvers 


were used and the guards replied 
with Winchesters. During the fight- 
ing, fire broke out in one corner of 
the barrel yard where staves and 
other lumber is stored. 


Two men were killed 
and three 


wounded by the Tidewater guards be- 
fore the attack was quelled. A heavy 
rainstorm, which came up at the time 
helped to drive the rioters under cov- 
er. 


Sheriff Kinkead,

plication, argued that nothing in tho 
workmen's compensation law forbids

companies trom 
selling 


policies to employers

The plant of the Tidewater Oil 


company, within half a mile of tht 
Standard Oil works, remained closed 
today. 
Its officials issued anothei 


statement, reiterating that there was 
no strike at the works; that the men 
are loyal and left only when the> 
were driven out by a mob and tha't 
the plant was now shut down because 
the management "did not 
deem it 


safe for the men to come through the 
mob which is in control of the Con- 
stable Hook section of Bayonne." 


It was also stated that the com- 


pany did not 
propose 
to employ 


strike-breakers but would start its 
work with its own employes when 
protection was given the men. 


Two men were shot this morning 


in a riot which broke out in front 
of the plant of the Tidewater Oil 
company in Bayonne, N. J., where 
several thousand

been on strike against the Standard 
Oil company. The two wounded mer 
are Tony Bednank and John Sagin- 
aski. 
They were said to have been 


shot by company guards during an 
attack made by a large crowd on the 
Tidewater plant.

Washington, July 22.—The inter- 


state commerce commission decided 
today that the revenues of the prin- 
cipal express companies of the Unit- 
ed States are inadequate and modi- 
fied its former orders to provide ad- 
ditional income. 


The fabric of the present express 


rates is composed of three factors: 
an allowance of 20 cents for collec- 
tion and delivery of each shipment, 
which does not vary with weight or 
distance; a rail terminal allowance of 
25 cents per 100 pounds which varies 
with the weight but not with the 
distance and the rail transportation 
rate per 100 pounds which varies 
with the weight, the distance and 
the zone. 


In accordance with the petition 


of the companies, the commission 
modified its order to permit trans- 
portation of the first and second fac- 
tors. The effect will be to increase 
the collection and delivery allow- 
ance for each shipment and to reduce 
the rail terminal allowance at the 
rate of one-twentieth of one cent a 
pound. As the weight increases the 
5 cent increase is gradually reduced, 
so that on shipments of more than 
100 pounds the readjustment will 
not make any change. 
Substantial- 


ly, no commodity rates will be affect- 
ed. 


In all events any 
Changed rates 


will with few exceptions be sub- 
stantially lower than those prevail- 
ing when the commission establish- 
ed the zone system 
in 
February, 


1914. 


By that means the express com- 


panies are expected to increase their 
gross revenues about 3.86 
percent. 


The commission's report shows that 
the net operating revenues of the 
four big companies have decreased 
to a deficit of $1.132,811 in 
the 


year 1914-1915, and in 
the 
same 


period operating income increased 
$2,449,863. 


"While the financial condition of 


certain of the petitioners is more fa- 
vorable than that of others," says 
the report, "it clearly appears that 
as a whole they are operating at a 
loss." 


The 
commission 
declined 
to 


change the basis of rates in zone No. 
1, the territory east of the Mississip- 
pi and north of the Ohio rivers.

DAMAGE CLAIMS 


On Account 
of Lnsitania Disaster 


Await Notes' Outcome.

Washington, July 22.—No actual 


claim for damages on account of the 
Lusitania disaster has yet been filed 
with the state department. 
This'is 


due both to the fact that the ques- 
tion is bound up in the exchange of 
notes with Germany on submarine 
warfare generally and to 
lack 
of 


knowledge on the part of prospective 
claimants as to methods of proced- 
ure. 


Many inquiries, 
however, 
have 


reached the department, 
including 


one that came today from New York 
in behalf of one of the passengers 
rescued from the 
Lusitania, 
who 


wants damages for loss of property, 
inconvenience, trouble, and danger to 
which he was subjected, by the blow- 
ing iip of the 
big liner. All 
the 


prospective claimants have been ad- 
vised by the department as to the 
form in which the claims must be 
filed. The German government has 
avoided in all its notes any refer- 
ence to the question of damages of 
the Lusitania, admitting no liability. 


No claim has yet been presented 


in the case of the American steamer 
Xebraskan for whose damage Ger- 
many has admitted its liability.

Must Raise More Beef. 


( Seattle Post-Intelligencer.) 


The American Feed Manufactur- 


ers' Association, which has a decid- 
ed interest in the increased produc- 
tion of cattle as farm crops, has de- 
cided upon a campaign of education 
to the farmers of the country on the 
advisability of turning greater atten- 
tion to the production of meats. 
It 


has some facts to present at the start 
of this campaign which are of as 
much interest to consumers as they 
possibly can be to farmers. 


For example, the president of the 


association is able to show that with- 
in the past 50 years the number of 
beef cattle raised for market, in pro- 
portion to population, has declined 
50 per cent. 
According to 
census 


figures. 66 were finished and marked 
for each 100 of population in 1900. 
In 1914 the number was but 36 to 
each 100 of population. 
Unless the 


farmers can be induced to raise more 
beef cattle, either there must be less 
beef cattle eaten in the country or 
dependence will have to be had on 
foreign countries for the supply. 


The country may very well adjust 


itself to the "idea that the days of 
cheap beef have departed, never to 
return. The price of beef from this 
time forward will be regulated by the 
cost of production of beef as a staple 
farm crop. The unlimited free range 
has gone. The homesteader and the 
wheat raiser long ago took over the 
best of the old range. The dry farm- 
er and irrigationist are 
taking 
up 


what was left of the range. 
Within 


an appreciable space of time the beef 
of the country will be raised and fee 
on farms, on land highly valuable for 
the production of other crops, 
and 


the price will be based upon the cost 
of production under such conditions. 
\t present prices — and there is lit- 


tle" prospect that they will ever be 
much lower — there is money to be 
made in raising beef on the farm. 
But it is a safe assumption that there 
will be less proportionately consumed 
from this time forward than there 
was in the past, and that there will 
be tendency toward a closer approach 
to the European standards of diet, in 
which meat is rated as among the 
luxuries to be enjoyed sparingly.

A fitting symbol of the mighty 


forests of the West i> Astoria's flag- 
pole, the tallest in the world, which 
floats the stars and stripes 241 feet 
above the Panama-l^u'ific exposition 
sea wall at the corner of the Oregon 
building. The stick, for it is a sin- 
gle stick of timber, is actually 251 
feet long, but 10 feet of the butt is 
embedded in a 200-ton block of solid 
concrete, which, without other stays, 
holds the pole upright against the 
wind. 


The pole was shaped 
from 
the 


trunk of a Douglas tir, which, as it 
originally stood in the Oregon for- 
est, towered 347 feet in the air, and 
might have 
matched 
its 
height, 


though not in girth, against any but 
the 
loftiest 
of 
the 
California 


sequoias. 
Looking up at the great 


flagstaff, it is hard to realize that 
it weighs upward of 46 tons and that 
there is lumber enough in it to build 
five ordinary .eight-room houses. Its 
great height gives it an appearance 
of slenderness and lightness. — San 
Francisco Chronicle.

Older men

The condition of the eyebrows and 


eyelashes often detracts -from 
the 


beauty of the eye. 
If such is the 


case, on occasions one may induge iu 
artificial means for increasing that 
beauty, but it should be remembered 
that a "made up" eye is bad form. 
The eyebrows should never be cut, 
as this will make the hair grow very 
coarse, and wiry. 
In case they are 


deficient it is a good plan to brush 
them with a small brush, sucl. as a 
clean soft toothbrush, dipped in co- 
conut oil or odorless castor oil. This 
will assist their growth very mater- 
ially, and the brushing will make 
them soft and glossy. 


The eyebrows should be 
washed 


often, and in doing so the 
brush 


should always be drawn in the direc- 
tion in which the hair grows. 
Then, 


every night, they should be massaged 
in the same direction. The stroking 
should be done with the thumb and 
forefinger of either hand, the stroke 
being sufficiently strong to induce 
rapid circulation. If a tonic is re- 
quired, sulphate of quinine dissolved 
in water is a good one. 


Never, if one can possibly avoid 


doing so, use an eyebrow pencil as 
they usually make the hairs 
come 


out. 
If one wishes to darken 
the 


eyebrows take a very small stump 
(such as is used in drawing) 
and 


atter holding it in the smoke of a 
candle, pass it gently over the-eye- 
brows until they are shaded as de- 
sired, taking care that you do not 
overdo it. 


The training 
of 
the 
eyelashes 


should be begun in childhood, for 
aside from the beauty which they 
lend to the eye, they serve as a pro- 
tection. Cutting the lashes in child- 
hood will cause them to grow long 
and thick, but cutting them after- 
wards is a fatal experiment as they 
seldom grow long again. 


Your Boys and Girls 


When a child wears new shoes the 


mother, for the first few days look 
at the feet carefully at night to see 
that there are no red marks, creases 
or blisters. 
A callous spot on the 


sole contracted in childhood is likely 
to last all one's life, 
unless 
it 
is 


checked before it 
gains 
headway. 


Half of our foot troubles in later life 
are caused by outgrown or poorly fit- 
ting shoes in childhood. 


It is advisable to allow plenty of 


latitude in buying new shoes for a 
child for often the feet grow faster 
than the shoes wear out, especially 
in dress shoes which are only worn 
occasionally. While canvas or buck- 
skin shoes are apt tp shrink from 
constant cleaning, and while 
tight 


shoes may be endured in cold weath- 
er, they are 
unendurable in 
hot 


weather. 
If the child's feet perspire, 


dust the soles daily 
with 
talcum 


powder and put on fresh stockings 
each morning after the bath.

"law" is shown from the failure to 
cite a single Ohio decision in the 
opinion. 


The cases which furnish the sup- 


porting arches for the edfice Judge 
Matthias has erected are the Knox- 
ville Water company case and the 
case of Willcox vs. the Consolidated 
Gas company, both of which were de- 
cided by the United States supreme 
court. While the syllabi deal with 
conditions in part peculiar to the 
Newark case the fundamentals have 
so near relation to other utilities as 
to be worth reproducing. 
They are: 


"Before a gas company may be re- 


lieved from compliance with 
the 


terms of an 
ordinance 
fixing 
the 


maximum price for gas, which has 
been regularly passed in pursuance 
of the authority conferred by section 
3982, general code, it must show that 
the rates so fixed are plainly unrea- 
sonable and will result in the taking 
of its property without just compen- 
sation. 
"In determining whether the price 


fixed by such ordinance will yield 
just compensation it should be ascer- 
tained whether the amount of net 
profits from operation at the pre- 
scribed rate will produce a reason- 
able return upon the value of the 
plant of the company at the time of 
the inquiry.

ing largely upon opinion evidence, 
the fact that the company prior to
